of my BaatsalBtansss in old 
:••» •'•'•• know my mlsttcrt to Mon 
tana. I waa lucky enough to draw 
a number In tin- drawing for lands 
In the Flathead Indian Reservation 
I was to show up in May or might 
lose my right, so I preferred to 
".how up." And now the law re- 
uulre. that I reside on It twelve 
months and then 1 can obtain title 
to It. So you see 1 am in a way 
tied up for the present, but 1 
think the price of the tie up Is 
sufficient to warrant tuy slaying, so 
here I am 

As to the ram h, as It Is called out 
here, I hold ltiu acres of level laud 
it call plowed any way you wish, and 
there Is no bushes or stumps or 
sprouts or anything to Interfere 
with the plow, except on. say six- 
ty acres, there is a heavy coat of 
grass sod aud the power to break 
this will necessarily have to be rath- 
er heavy. The S'rti Is mostly Ink. k, 
although some of the upper side is 
more gray. But 1 sm told that 
this Is Just as valuable as any of 
the l«u. There Is about forty acres 
of this gray soil. I have a well, 
found water at a depth of 10 feet 
cold as Kentucky lea. 

There are lots of Indians here 
and from their regalia you co-.ld 
not tell men and women apart. They 
wear gay colors alike, even the 
breed* wear the red and green 
around their necks Full bloods of 
both aex wear long hair platted with 
red flannel tied on end* of plats 
and covering the hair about on 
third its length. Broad hats, and 
around their walat is tied a gar 
ment resembling a blanket and ex 
tenda down about the knees or 
lierhaps a little below and Is of the 
most gorgeous colors. Mocraslns 
made of buck skins serve them as 
sho's They are surely ,i peculiar 
set of fellows. Peculiarities In ev- 
erything When they buy anything 
to eat and It is delivered In glass, 
tin or anything that will endure 
the weather, they empty It, and 
hang the receptacle in a bush and 
let It stay there If there are no 
bushes they use the fence for 
this purpose When you are rid- 
ing or driving on the road and are 
about to meet an Indian he leave* 
lie road soon as he sees you com- 
ing and often by the time he is 
opposite you he Is fifty yards from 
lb. road, and Stl'l at full gallop, 
You never «ee them walking. You 
never see the little ones around 
the wigwam playing. Even on the 
hottest days, the door Is dosed and 
all seem to be away, but If you 
peck on the door'' you will find 
them in hoi.ie. They are Very clev- 
er and gentle to the settlers. Con- 
versing and laughing freely, unci ask 
almost every time .for a match to 
light their pipe or cigarette I am 
not able to make even an intelligent 
|USjM as lo bow many Indians are 
still on the reservation. But they 
are not scattered over the prairie. 
They have allotments of su ac res 
itch and had the selection before 

it pening of whiten So they have 

the lands near the limber, for here 
they can get wood and water, and 
i seelms that that is all they want. 
1 have never yet seen an Indian 
Carden." They simply never 
plow the ground, and would prefer 
lo carry witter two miles than dig 
ten feet So with no flowers plant- 
ed, no garden growing and no out 
buildings, an Indian home looks 
like a deserted Kentuc ky cabin But 
vou should not think they are all 
without means. I know one, 
Swift.'' that lias two thousand 
head of cattle from two to four 
years old I know of others, "Hull 
Head" keeps from two to three 
thousand head and often has 
thousand horses. "Big Craln" Is 
another rich Indian 

There is plenty of game here. and 
fish to a finish I was going by 
Dog Lake the other day and saw 
twu Indiana getting off their ponies 
mil run; before 1 got up to 
where they were and had left the 
■joules they were back to the road 
with a fine fawn, looked to be a 
week old. It is a violation to do 
his. but they ruu their chances, 
and the chances are that nothing 
will ever be said. I have myself 
leen two cubs, and a fellow saw 
wci grown deer the other day and 
killed one and 1 saw the hide fresh 
taken from the carcass. 1 think I 
lave seen two thousand wild duck.s 
and 1 saw one bunch of about one 
i und red sea gulls. 1 went fishing 
once when I first came out hers 
attd caught in one hour about flf- 
ts)SB pounds of fine trout, the fin- 
est fish tbat ever went on a table. 

There are several people In this 
c'ountry, but they are not scatter- 
ed over the country as In Kentucky. 
There will be a little town. and 
hen perhaps not another hut for 
.'0 miles right on the railroad, too. 
Plains is a town of on* thousand

» Before leaving tbe story of the transfiguration, which symbollted our 
Lord's Kingdom glory, we note his gracious words to tbe affrighted disci- 
ples. '■Arise, and be not afraid." On several occasions be thus addressed them. 
It would appear that by nature many of us have a consciousness of our own 
Imperfections and a realization of our unworthlness of Divine favor; and fears 
are likely to grasp us and torture us. This Is because we do not know onr 
heavenly Father. The more we team of him tbe more <loea the love of God 
cast out fear from our hearts, and assure us that be who created us Is sym- 
pathetic towards all who are atrtvtng for righteousness. He Is a trtat God. 
not a Utile on*. True, he will not give his greatest blessings to any eicept 
those who come Into harmony with him, but, 00 the other band, be Is not a 
demon that be should be feared as such. He takes no pleasure in tbe suffer, 
lug of his creatures and wW not permit that any should suffer rternslty. 
therefore his provision that all shall have, through Christ, an opportunity for 
regaining perfection and eternal life, and that whosoever will not avail him- 
self of this great privilege must die the second death-must be annihilated. 

While Jesus and tbe three favored Apostles were lu tbe mount of trans- 
figuration, supposed to have been Mount Tabor, at the foot of tbe mountain 
there was a man whose son was a lunatic, whom he had brought that tbe 
Lord might expel tbe demon. Tbe Apostle* had already been out. aa tbe 
Lord'* representative*, in various parts of the country of Palestine, curing 
the sick and expelling demons in his name; so they assayed to cast out this 
demon but could not. Tbe Revised Version speaks of tbe sufferer as an 
epileptic. Indeed, all higher critic lam disputes thst there la such a thing as 
, obaeaaion by evil spirits It Is a common saying today among the Higher 
Critics that what onr Lord and the «poetles mistook for demon possession 
waa merely insanity, epilepsy, etc. Of course the word diteoM Is broad enough 
to cover any kind of ailment, whether tt tie a direct affection from the Ad- 
versary, or an indirect one through heredity. In either esse there Is loss of 
ease, disease, discomfort We, however, have more confidence in tbe wisdom 
of the Lord and hla chosen Apostles and mouth-pieces than we nave in all tbe 
Doctor* of theology and Doctor* of medicine lu the whole e»rth. We there- 
fore acceDt this narrative Just as It reads, that Jesus rebuked tbe "devil" and 
cast bJtn out of the boy. who was cured from that very hour 

The disciple* who had been unsuccessful In casting ont this demon, called 
the Muter away from the hearing of the multitude and asked him why l*f» 
had failed when they attempted to cast out the demon He replied. "Because 
of your little faith." Another account *ays that be stated, "This kind cometh 
not ont except by fasting and prayer" In other words, the lesson to tbe 
Apostles wa» that their greatest power would result fnrm their living very 
near to Ood. living lives of self-denial and prayer Of course, fasting to be
